Sues the 
D&vte Oar- 


riaeo Company, 


In the superior court y eeterday after- 


noon 8. N. Griffith brought an action for 
425,000 damages against tbe Davis Car- 
riage company. 


The plaintiff alleges that on end prior 


to the 7th of last April ho and Charles 
league were partnera in the carriage 
business under tbe firm name of Griflith, 
Teague & Co. 


On the said dale tho defendant in* 


Btructed its agent in this city, D. M. 
Beaton, to bring suit agftinat the firm to 
recover {3068, alleged by defendant to be 
due it for carriages and carriage supplies 
furnished said firm by defendant, and 
also ordered him to attach Griffith, 
Toagae & Co.. which said agent did. 


The plaintiff alleges that on the 7th of 


last April the firm owed defendant $1020, 
as evidenced by three promissory notes, 
which was then and there duo. The 
firm also owed $2958 to defendant for 
carriages and supplies which waa not 
than duo and payable, bat was duo on 
May 1,1892, and defendant well know 
that the enm of $39(33 wsa not due on ac- 
count for carriages and carriage eap- 
pHoB. 


It is finally alleged br plaintiIT that 


the defendant's action was brought with 
malicious intent and without probable 
cause, and for the purpose of wronging 
and oppressing plaintiff; that on and 
prior to aaid April 7th, plaintiff waa a 
biisinosa man of good reputation, stand- 
ing and credit, but that defendant, by its 
action, damaged tho business and im- 
paired the credit of plaintiff in tbe sum 
of $25,000, for which amount ho aska 
judgment.

The man who was arrested on account 


of his peculiar actions iu following II. 
L, Khodea, tho Western Union operator, 
last Wednesday morning, told a rather 
disjointed story yesterday morning in 
Recorder LaninR'a court. 


He is not a atraDKer, for Driver Beat 


of engine No. 1 told the court that he 
bad known Burns (tho name given by 
tho prisoner! for about four years, and 
that ho was an honest man. 


Mr. Ehodes slated to tbe court that hi 


closed the office at 2.45 in tbe morning, 
and proceeded homeward along J street 
north from Maripoea street, when he 
saw two men, one taller than the other, 
following him, Blinking along in the deep 
shadows of the buildings. 


Mr. Rhodes; becoming a little dubious 


AS to the intentions of the stranger, 
crossed over to the east 'aide of I street 
and went back towards the engine house 
where ho found the prisoner, whom he 
believed to bo the shorter of the two 
men sitting in a chair talking with Pink 
Farley, the city ball watchman. He 
heard tho stranger say he would kill any 


for Bis bits. Then he added that 


it was not mono? he was after. 


Rhodes told Farley that he had been 


followed by two men and asked Farley 
for tho loan of a revolver. 
Mr. Farley 


went upstaira to gat' a piatol and while 
he waa gone BurnB said that be also had 
been followed; He Insisted that Rhodes 
should not take tho pistol and volun- 
teered to accompany him as far aB his 
residence. Rhodes declined the prison- 
er's escort, and found that tbe pistol was 
too largo and too heavy to bo carried ex- 
cept at a shoulder. 


He 
accordingly 
decided 
to 
go 


back to the Grand 
Central hotol to 


charter a hack to take him home. Da- 
spite Mr. Rhode's unwillingness to have 
the man's company, Burns walked with 
him to the hotel and tried to dissuade 
him from taking a hack. 


When Rhodes got on the scat of tho 
ri-iagfi with the driver Hums tried to 


gut into the carriage but the driver 
whipped up hia horses and left the man 
behind. 
Tho prisoner denied that he had fol- 


lowed Rhodes or that he bad tried to get 
into the carriage. He said that he had 
walked in from Barling's ranch that 
evening and gat a check for $25 cashed 
at a drag store. He was arrested about 
two hours afterward, he didn't know for 
what. 


"To the beat of my belief and know- 


ledge I did'lit try to get into the back," 
added he. 
"I remember of taking to Furley and 


Beat that evening in front of the engine 
house. I went from there to tbe Grand 
Central hotel, then to the Ohl 1'alm 
Gar.len and then back to tbe Grand 
Central. I was arrested by the officer as 
I walked out of tbe bar." 
lie had no recollection of eoeing or 


talking with Rhodes at all. 


Tho recorder requested him to take a 


frtsh hold and repent his story. He did 
so as follows, with great minuteness and 
particularity: 
"I walked into town from Barling's, 


and went to Nourse's grocery store to 
get uiy check cashed, but they told mo 
that they didn't have any money in tho 
bouBG. I then went into the drug store 
and Qbked them to be kind- enough to 
cnah a chock for $25, Bigncd by Mr. Bar- 
ling, They said they were happy to 
oblige Mr. Barling, and gave mo tho 
money. Then I went up J Ktrcet to the 
New Palm Garden, where I had one 
glaaa of boer. Tben I went to tbo en- 
gine houae, and made inquiries as to 
whether Mr. Best was In. I wont up- 
itaire to aee Best, who was in bod. 


"We chatted n few minutoa andl went 


to the Palm Garden and bad two glasses 
of bcor. Tben I met Mr. Farley and 
some other iruntlomon In front of the 
engine houae. 
Then I went to tbe 


Tombs hotel and registered there. Best 
wont with ice and we returned to the en- 
gine house aad Beet went up to hie room. 
After that, I went to the Old Palm Gar- 
den, opposite tho Haghes, and bad a 
drink. 
I didn't meet anyone and never 


spoke to anyone except Mr. Beat." 


"When did you get in town?" inquired 


tbo recorder. 


"1 got in town about a quarter before 8 


o'clock in the evening," replied Burne. 


Watchman Farley identified the pris- 


oner as the maa he had ECRU r.t tho en- 
gine house about 8 or 9 o'clock in tbe 
evening, rnd whom he had shown up 
stairs to Heel's room. Sometime between 
1 and 3 o'clock in tbe morning Burns 
came to the engine houao again and sat 
down ia one of tho chairs. Ho was un- 
der the influence of liquor. Khndea 
came along shortly afterwards and Far- 
ley harrowed & long piatol belonging to 
Fireman Troutt, but llhodoa thought it 
was too heavy to pack and decided to en- 
gage a back. Burns told Rhodes that 
there was no necessity of taking a hack 
ami offered to walk homo with him. 
When Rhodes went toward the Grand 
Central Burns followed along with him. 


"There was something said regarding 


this McWhirtor killing," added Mr. Far- 
ley, "and the talk was inclined to run to 
politics and the prisoner said that they 
all ought to poke it to these kind of men, 
and that he would take tho contract to 
kill the whole lot at 15 cents a head. I 
understood him to mean the men who 
killed McWhirter. 
He said, 'I've been 


drinking a little tonight and some per- 
sons are following me, but I'm no sucker 
and I know what I'm doing.'" 


The case was continned until thia 


afternoon at 2 o'clock, when the hack 
driver and other witnoosea will bo ex- 
amined.

in tho Marlposa Jail.

1st. Tuitt was sent to jail a few days 
before by Judge Murphy in default of the 
payment of a $200 fine for an assault. It 
waa alleged by his friends that he was 
insane and they had been making ef- 
forts to bave him examined. 
Tuitt frequently remarked that he 


would rather be dead tuan alive and it 
is believed that while temporarily in- 
sane he set fire to the jail.

alleged to have been found in the Canttm 
region in this county, has boon heard 
from recently. Thin splendid wor* of 
art, after having been exhibited through 
Washington and Oregon, waa pawned 
about a year ago in Portland whore it 
now remains. 


A pamphlet advertising tho concrete 


man was extensively circulated and in 
this pamphlet tbe following startling 
passage appears, ft will bo news to 
Freenoans: 
"In Fresno a numberof leading phyei- 


oinna decided to ranke a complete and 
thorough examination by iuBpection of 
the fossilized wonder, and with chisel 
and mallet; the firat examination was 
for the teath, which they claimed and 
especially tho enamel would not have 
entirely disappeared by such chemical 
action or chances aa may have taken 
place. Tho teeth were found in almost 
a perfect state of preservation. Next, a, 
email space was chieoled out of the riiiht 
Bide just below the nipple, and throo ribs 
wore exposed, which also wore well pre- 
served. Next, tho legs were examined 
and tho bones found in n good ntato o( 
preservation. Next, tho back was ex- 
amined, diacloBiiitf the spine or, ns tho 
doctors expressed it, the eplnoua pro- 
cesses of the vertebra wore protruding."

What Oar Doctors Say of the 


Pestilence. 


PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES 


iioy Doubt Its Coming to Fresno- 


Watermelons aufl Cucumbers 


Dangerous. 


In view of tho likelihood that Asiatic 


cholera will spread to the United States 
his fall and the possibility of its occurr- 
ng on this coast, it ia timely togive euch 
nformation which, it acted upon, will 
greatly decrease the danger from thin 
,errible scourge. A number of physi- 
cians were interviewed by a BHI-OULICAN 
reporter yoeterday and they told what 
measures, in their opinion, would be 
necessary should Fresno he threatened 
with a visit from tbo plague. 


Dr. W. T. Maupin, health officer of 
his city, said: 
"I have been thinking, with a little 


uneaaineea, of tbe reported appearance 
Df the cholera in New York and if the 
news continues threatening will issue a 
iroclamation calling attention to the 
necessity of taking measures to prevent 
ts introduction iuto Fresno and describ- 
ng tbe steps to be tatien. 
'There is no question that the most 


mportant thing ig to have a ueneral 
cleaning up and particular 
attention 


should be given to the Chinese quarter. 
3ack yards should be kept free from rub- 
)ish and garbage, and connection with 
he eewor should be made where there ia 
none. 
"In this connection I want to call at- 


ention to the difficulty of tho last 
named precaution. 
There are many 


iGople who are really too poor to pay lor 
,he laterals necessary to connect their 
jremiaes with tho Bower, and the over- 
coming of this obstacle is something that 
will need immediate attention ehould 
,he cholera threaten to break out here. 
Where tbero is no connection with the 
sewer disinfectants should be used, such 
as chloride of lime, unelaked lime or 
sulphate of copper. 


"A proper diet ie, of coarse, also of 


ireat importance, and care ehould be 
;akon to eat neither unripe nor overripe 
'ruit, or fruits that are out of season. 
Stale vegetables should aleo be avoided. 
It is too late now to eat watermelon, and 
Cucumbers are also best in a stomach be- 
ioniriuK to souio other poison than your- 
self. Too much Ice water is dangerous, 
and tho mortality in a cholera epidemic 
is always heaviest among those addicted 
to the USB of alcoholic beverages. 
"I doubt very much that the alleged 


cholera caees in New York are really 
euch, and do not believe we ehall have 
the plague in the United States this 
year; however, measures of cleaulinoSB 
taken In time will accomplish much in 
tho way of reducing the mortality should 
the plague visit us." 


"I don't believe there la mnoh proba- 


bility of the cholera training a utrong 
Foothold on this coast," eaid I)r. E. C. 
Dunn, "and believe it would not thrive 
very well in Freano. Tim atmosphere ia 
much drier on the Pacific than on tho 
Atlantic coast, and tbe conditions are 
not therefore so favorable to tho develop- 
ment ol tho cholera germ out here aa in 
tbo east, where the atmosphere is humid. 
Besidee, we here are not in tbo direct 
lino of contact as they are In the east. 
"As for tho proper sanitary procnti- 


tions ohoulil the oholura viuU this coast, 
tho immediate isolation ol unycauoor 
cases SB of ureut importance. 
Tho main 


thing, however, is cleanliness. 
Thin Is 


the sum total of all sanitary precaution); 
cleanliness of pornou and of premises. 
The matter of diet must also not be over- 
looknd. Moderation in both eating and 
drinking Is mlvtaablo and particular 
things aro to bo avoidud, euch aB green 
fruit nnd vopntuhlfiH, and stale fruit and 
vegetables also.

A piece of flannel over the ab- 
doincn next to tho skin is a uafeg'uard 
againet chill. 
The question, of diet 


might be epitomized In the ciiutlon to 
avoid all food liable to cause diarrhoea," 


Dr. 0. A. Rowull stated that beside 


quarrantinQ tho obusrvance of the non- 
oral laws of cleanliness will prove effec- 
tual in decreasing tho danger of cholera. 


"1 would advise being careful in the 


kind o! truit eaten. Unripe fruit causes 
certain bowel com plum IB, but it 
IB In 


overripe frultthat tho real danger lies, 
they being generally cooked, it should be 
seen that they are fresh. Krulta out of 
season are also bad. Watermelons should 
not he oaten now. 
"It IB wonderful how liftlo sicknens 


there is here from uovcal troubles and 
how unfavorable the conditions are for 
epidemics or contagious dieeaeoB. I do 
not believe the cholera could gain a firm 
foothold here, the atmosphere being too 


Dm. Doardorffand Davidson thought 


that the cholera germ would have a very 
hard row to hoe in Fresno on account ol 
our healthy atmosphere. 


"Still, if there ia any indication that 


it will appear here, proper sanitary pre- 
cautions should he taken in time. We 
must have good sewerage, wholesome 
diet, and do our beat to keep our sys- 
tems in good condition. There must be 
no intemperance, either in eating or 
drinking. Cholera being a disease o 
tha elementary canal, all food that act? 
unfavorably upon the bowela and thm 
E 


redisriosos one to tho pestilence, shoulc 
o avoided. Care should be oxerclaai 


that tl.e fruit it is inten'cd to eat be 
neither nnrlpe or over-ripe; that the 
meat ho not tainted and the vegetables 
staid. 
"Pare drinking water Is also impor- 
tant. \Vaier is a very favorable vehicle 
for the cholera germ, and where tbe 
pestilence prevails it is necessary to boll 
the water before using. Our Fresno 
water ia almost perfect, but could, of 
course, become contaminated. 
" Cesspools and privies should be dis- 


infected, and garbage burnt, end all other 
measures taken that will conduce to 
greater cleanlftieee of parson or prenv 
ieee."
